terms; specifying the terms of the initial members of the Board of Trustees of 3 

the Fund; and generally relating to reducing lead risk in housing and providing 4 

compensation for injuries arising out of lead poisoning requiring the Maryland 5 

Insurance Commissioner to convene a certain workgroup to examine certain 6 

issues; requiring the workgroup to include certain representatives; requiring 7 

the Commissioner to report the findings and any recommendations of the 8 

workgroup on or before a certain date; and generally relating to lead liability 9 

insurance for rental property.

   (iv) the appropriate underwriting standards to be applied to 26 

relevant policies;  27 

 

   (v) the level of premiums that might be necessary to support 28 

policies in an actuarially sound manner;  29 
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   (vi) whether an insurance fund should be subject to Maryland’s 1

   (vii) projected start–up and ongoing administrative costs 3
